United States Congrees, have concurred 
in tiiefar viowa aa to tiM Briatow Oonati- 

tutional amemndment, which puts the 
question of the election of U. S. Sena- 
tors by popular vote up to the 48 states 
now composing the nation; the legisla- 
tures of three fourths, or thirty-six of 
these statef< must concur in thia amend- 
ment, when it will become a part of 
the constitution. Following is the pro- 
posed amendment:— 

■ 'The Senate of the UnitedSUtes shall 
be composed of two Senatofs from each 
State, elected by the people thereof, 
for six years; and each Senator shall 
have one vote. The electors in oadi 
State shall have the qui^iflcationa re- 
quisite for electors of the most nomer* 
ous branch of the State Legislatorea. 

When vacancies happen in the repre-_ 
sentation of any State in the Sei^Ue 
tho exeeulivo anHiority of aadi 8m 
shall issue writs of election to fill such 
vacancies. Provided, that the L«giala' 
tore of aagr Statemay mmitumm ^m «c 
ecutive thereof to make temporary ap- 
pointments until the people fill the va 
cancies by election an l4l|^0Mvi 
may direct.' 

This amendment shall not be so con 
structed as to affect the election or 
term of any Senator chosen before it 
becomes valid as part of the Constitu-

"A public ofBce is a public trust" is 
a time worn phrase, but is none the less 
true. When a man is either elected or 
appointed to any office, ^whether it he 
an officer of a bank or lodge, to the 
presidency, congress, state, county, or 
even as a member of tbe city council, 
be te ao arieeted beeaoae ft te tfioaght 
that he will best represent the interests 
of those who select him. That man is 
aappaaad to hmwe a iqiad and will of b is 
own, to be capable of handling in a log- 
ical manner all matters that may come 
before him for his consideration, and to 
handle them to the very best advantage 
of those who have placed confidence in 
him. He is supposed to reason for him- 
self, not to advocate aone meaaore 
just becaoae someone else favora that 
measure, to vote for or against some 
proposition merely because be is re- 
questod to do so by aone eon 
temporaries. Too many of our public 
aervants in these days, especially those 
who oeeBpy minor eIReea, are prone to 
vote with their colleagues simply in or- 
der that they may be rid of tbe meas- 
■re wWeh eoBfronto tiMn, when, prob* 
ably if they had given the proposition 
the proper amount of consideration and 
tfaoncht, they wooM have voted hi an 
entirely different manner. A good rule 
to apply to tbe handling of business 
connected with tiM ofliee nt a public 
official is to treat the matter as if it 
was your own personal concern. Es- 
pecially is this a good rule in the hand- 
ling and distribution of funds over 
which you in common with otlier'men 
occupying like oSee, have controL If 
when a matter cornea up that reqoires 
the disbursement of funds over which 
you have partial control, you will stop 
and aak yonraelf the qoeation "If this 
were a personal matter with me, what 
would I do?". Then if you are a good 
business man, tbe decision which you 
readi, will not fall far short of right. 
In any event, if you do this you will 
have the approval of your own consci- 
ence, whidi ia far more to lie 
than the i^roval of your fellow

Once Prominent Kentucky Joornalist And 
Former Editor Of The LooisTilie 
liMt Om k UKpmm M- 

Emmett Garvin Logan, a few years 

ago editor of the Loui.sville Times, one 
of tbe most brilliant journalists of the 
state and one ni tiie cleverest gentle- 
men the state ever produced, died at 
John Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore 
last Thnraday as the resolt of the burst 
ing of an artery following an operation 
for a trouble of the ear from which he 
had long been a sufferer. 

Mr. Logan was born in Shelby county 
Ky. and formerly conducted a paper in 
Shelby ville; he afterwards removed to 
Louisville where he became editor of 
the Times. About twelve years ago he 
retired from joumalini and purchased 
a farm in Warren coanty near Bowling 
Green where he has since resided. Be- 
sides his wife who was Miss Settle 
Covington of Bowling Green, 1^, 
Logan is survived by three sons. Wells 
C. and Emmett Logan of Bowling Green 
and Dulaney Logan, of New Albany 
Ind.

We believe that the people have long 
since had enough of nominating conven 
tions. It will donbClea be aMagr years 
before another democratic mass conven 
tion will be seen in this county after 
the adjourning of the convention which 
will be held in the Court house Satur- 
day at one o'clock. There have been 
many good reasons suggested for a per 
manent abandonment of the convention 
way of releeting party nominees. 

A convention at one o'clock is the 
most inconvenient hour in tbe day for 
farmers who live aome distenee to at- 
tend. In faeCaDy hour named makes 
great inrnw—ijuce for a majority of 
thevatanto attend. In fUs way a 
majority of the members of a party 
have selected the party nominees. 

It also givaa tlioae who make politics 
a profession an opportunity to wield 
their influence and use their skill in 
controlling tbe party affairs. In a eon- 
vention the voter must be on the spot 
at the appointed moment. While in a 
primary election tbe voter is not requir 
ed to travel such a long distance and he 
can vote any time during the entire day 
Public sentiment in almost every 
atate has compelled some kind of a 
mandatory primary system and we be- 
lieve when the general assembly meets 
again the pceaidential primary will be 
to our mandtory law passed by 
It legislat .: ■ . 



Kentocky War Claims amounting to 
182,909. eontaiaed ia tiie Omnibus Bill 

reported to the Senate on Monday 
were stricken from the bill by that 
body. The rules invoked by tlie eom- 
mittee. and by the application of 
which they were enabled to strike the 
Kentucky elaima are as follows:- 

Nothing is. given churches, school 
houses, lodges or court bouses for "oc- 
cupation" by soldiers; oa|y diiBioliliuii 
daima are considered. 

Tnefeet that a claimant was dis- 
loyal disqualifies the claim advanced by 
his heirs, even if they were of tender 
years a* the tfaae of the depredation.

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Boys Sheep In Crockettsville. 

Mr. W. S. Carrier returned home 
Tuesdqr fimo Grodcettsvillei noted 

being the home of the late Ed. Calla- 
han, located in Breathitt county in 
sight of where Petty, Owriey and 
Breathitt counties corner. Mr. Carrier 
purchased while there ninety head of 
sheep for which he paid, counting hunbs 
and all, $250. He also purchased about 
a dozen goats which will form a nucleus 
for Jim Hamilton's goat farm herd. 
Mr. Carrier drove his purchase home, a 
distance of eighty miles, consuming an 
entire weak in making the journey. 
The sheep were coupled together like 
oxen, with yokes, until they reached 
the bottom of the "Big Hill" in Madi- 
son county, when they were released. 
He only lost two sheep on the trip, one 
was gored to death by a cow, and in 
crossing South Fork of Kentucky river, 
where he was compelled to bring them 
over a few at a time in skiffs, two 
were drowned. Mr. Jamea Roberto ac- 
companied Mr. Carrier. 

Mr. Carrier says there is a stale of 
suppressed excitement existing in and 
around Crockettsville over the recent 
death of Ed. Callahan at the hands of 
an assassin, and that further trouble is 
imminent. Re says all work is sus- 
pended among the men, and about all 
you can get out of them is to "watch 
tlia papers.'" Mr. Carrier "swapped 
hoMCS" with one of Callahan's fol- 
Ibwers, but fearing he might be mis- 
take fbr an eneUiy, he required the 
dian to bring the horse south ttte 
i^ver before he would accept it.

Resolved:— Tlwt we favor tlie en- 
forcement of the compulsory attend- 
ance law, the appointment of rural in- 
spaeton and sapet»iaors, and doae m- 
pervision of rural schools. 

2. That as the County Boards are 
to fix the salaries of toachora they 
should also employ them. 

3. That, a sentiment in favor of 
local taxation dboM ba eolthratod 
everywhere among the people and we 
pledge ourselves to this work. 

4. That, we endorse the rurd night 
schools as a method of abolia^iiv adult 
illiteracy in Kentucky. 

5. That, |we heartily approve the 
plan of rearranging the teachers in- 
stitutes of Kentocky as presented by 
Piof E. C. McDougle. and pledge our 
support to the passage of n law em- 
bodying the following features: 

1. Payment of all teachers for at- 
tending institutes if under contract to 
teadL • ' 

2. Abolishing of all fees exacted of 
teachers except the library fee. 

S. Appropriation of wmf^k BMoey 
from the State Treasury to pay for a 
high class institute in each county. 

4. Licensing of aU fc B ti< | »ta iaatmc- 
ton by tbe stote. 

9. Iliat, we pledge ourselves to sup- 
port the work of the Kentocky Edu- 
cational Aasociation and to dq all in 
our power to inerease its enrollment 
and influence.

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The Middlesboro Thousandfticks 
the following account of the dead 
Mr. Alexander T. Smith, which 
curred in that city on the 11th 
through coming in contact witil a 
wire. That Mr. Smith was a 
prominence in his home town and was 
held in high esteem is evidenced by 
the proclamation issued by Mayor Hel- 
burn, and which we published here- 
with. Mr. Smith's parents reside in 
this county havii^ purchased the O. T. 
Wallaoe farm near Paint Leavell:- 

"A. T. Smith was instantly killed at 
10:30 o'clock Saturday night by con- 
tact with an overcharged electric wire. 
He was preparing to close his dmg 
store for tbe night when a euatomer 
called far seme medicine which was 
kept in the rear part of the store. In 
order to see. the medidbe Mr. Smith 
carried the swinging Kght to the back 
with him and while still holding the 
light stepped on a part of the floor 
that was wet, thus str en gth ening the 
current which thr.'w him to the fluor. 

The waiting customer becoming 
alarmed at bis contiaaed abaenee went 
to investigate. He was found in a 
sitting position by the wall. Efforts 
were made to free hha bat wen un- 
availing until the current waa cat off 
at the power house. 

Mr. Smith was immediately taken 
to the Evans Sanitarium where arti- 
ficial respiration was induced for about 
four boon hut ha waa 
help. 

The deceased is survived by his wife 
four sons, Eugene, Harry. Will and 
David; two daughters. Misses Lillian 
and EHzabetb; his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. M, Smith, six sisters, Mrs. 
Ellen McDonald, of Barbounville, Mrs. 
H. P. Kineaid, of Corbfai; Mrs. John 
Henson, Sit. Petersburg, Pla; Mrs. 
Henry Mills, of Flat Lick; Miaa Fk>ra 
Smith, Plat Utk; and Miss Bdle Smitii 
of Lancaster; one brother, G. M.
